ENGLISH SOCIETY A MODEL. 


Deplores Existence of Many Crude Mil- 
lionaires from the West Who 
Only Reach Edge of the 
Smart Set. 


LIKES MEN OF DISTINCTION. 


New York, March 9.—[Special.]~The ngme 
of Mrs. Astor, New York's social leader, has 
not been mentioned in connection with the 
attempt to entertain Prince Henry to the’ 
point of exhaustion. Mrs. Astor thus ex- 
plains it. 

“I do not entertain foreigners—of title or 
otherwise—who come to America unless they 
bring letters to me. Why should 1? 

“ The interest some Americans take in per- 
sons of title amazes and disgustsme. Why, 
when the Duke of Marlborough came over 
here to be married, people stood for hours in 
the rain before his hotel waiting to catch a’ 
glimpse of him. They went mad about this 
little man of no distinction. And the Duke 
himself was so annoyed that he has sworn 
never again to set foot"in America. The 
Duchess has sometimes spoken of returning, 
but he will not come.” 


Publicity Helps NoOne. 

Mrs. Astor was willing to talk on the sub- 
ject of publicity. It was suggested that 
many of the details of social life which found 
their way into print are educating to num- 
bers of people, that the wonderful social 
adaptability of the American women of all 
classes may be partly due to the intimate 
knowledge of the doings of the great world 
she thus obtains. 

Mrs. Astor did not acquiesce in this view. 
She said the only newspaper notices she ap- 
proved were the unobtrusive ones in the 
English papers giving dates set for dinners 


and the names of the principal guests. ’ 


“ You know,’* she continued, “I really go 
out little in society in New York now. Euro- 
pean society is so much quieter. There is 
less noise, less display, and, at the same 
time, one meets ‘interesting people. 


English Soiecty More Liberal. 


“ English society is more liberal than we 
are in this respect. Irving goes everywhere. 
And the best artists and literary men also. 
There are few, very few, of these in the 
smart set of New York. Actresses are gen- 
erally undesirable, but some of the great 
Simgers are received. Miss Eames, for in- 
stance, goes everywhere.”’ 

When asked her opinion on’a prospective 
volume on “‘ The Social Leaders of the Nine- 
teenth Century,’’ she replied: 

‘‘Such books are difficult to write. Mr. 
McAllister wrote one of the samenature. It 
was ridiculous; everybody dropped him on 
account of it.”’

Queen the Social Leader. 


, Im discussing English society Mrs. Astor 
thought that Queen Alexandra vould be 
most representative of England in the book, 
as the late Queen Victoria led a retired life, 
and was only nominally a leader. But she 
did not concur in the view that the Empress 
Eugénie had been the great factor in French 
social life. 

‘“‘I never heard,” said Mrs. Astor, “ that 
Eugénie was a woman of brilliant intellect, 
or that she could do anything excépt buy 
pretty clothes and wear them prettily. She 
involved her husband in a great war by 
making him believe that there were 100,000 | 
more men in his army than he actually pos- 
sessed. 

‘* No, I don’t think it required intelligence 
to bring on a war. And she was cruel to her 
son, I have heard. She would not allow 
him enough pocket money nor permit hima 
horse to ride. 

‘I met her years ago, and she was gra- 
cious. Still, I cannot think that she had 
any dignity. If I had been driven from a 
country as she was from France I certainly 
would never return to it, Yet I have seen 
her constaritly in Paris, and I have gone up. 
with her in the ascenceur (elevator) of the 
Hotel Continental many times. 

“Still, such a book will be a difficult un-

Returns Not Asked of All. 


Regarding the inability of singers of note 


and others to return the favors received} «. 


from social leaders, Mrs. Astor said: 

“They should not be expected to entertain. | 
Every one knows that artists live in studios. 
There are many poor people in the smart 
set—many who dine with me several times a 
winter and from whom I expect no return. * 
Others, not possessing millions, take room 
at Sherry’s, and toward the.end of the sea- 
son give, perhaps, one or two little dinners 
to eight or ten persons. 

“Tt is a mistake to think that everybody 
in the smart set is wealthy. There are, of 
course, rich people from the West of Whom 
one reads that they have so many thousand 
millions, who go down to Newport, spend 
money “lavishly, and get a questionable ; 
footing on the edge of society. I have not 
met them. But, of course, they are not de- 
sirable. 

Poor Opinion of Some Millionaires 

“The men who have amassed their mil- | 
lio’ in all sorte of ways have not had ad- 
yantages in their youth. They have never 
had the college education, without which 
no man ean be a gentleman. They come 
here build large houses, filled with ill- 
assorted splendid things. They are either 
too’ pushing or tod shy, and stand around 
silently in corners, not khowing what to 
do of say. Ae. > 

“ Personally, I dike to entertain people of 
real distinction.

DRUGGISTS PREPARE TO COMBAT 
SABIN’S “NEW POLICY.” 


Members of the Trade Say the Five- 
Cent Service Is Such That They 

_ Have All the Trouble While the 
Company Gets the Cash—Arbitrary 
Substitution of the Cheaper Devices 
Is the Direct Cause of Complaint— 
Doctors May Join Fight. 


Better treatment from the Chicago Tele- 
phone company will be demanded this week 
at a meeting of the Retail Druggists’ associ- 
ation. The druggists declare they have been 
discriminated against to a péint where toler- 
ance is possible no longer, and the associa- 
tion will be asked to take up the fight and 
carry it to a finish. ~ 

The doctors, too, whose interests are said 
to have been affected by the telephone com- 
pany’s “* new policy,” are up in arms against 
President Sabin and his ideas, and may join 
the druggists in their fight. 

The druggists say that the telephone com- 
pany is imposing many burdens on them 
and is allowing them practically nothing as 
compensation. The druggist has the trouble. 
The ’phone company gets the cash. 

** Were we tregted even as well as the sa- 
loonkeepers we would make no complaint,” 
said a member of the drug trade last night. 


Reason for the Fight. 
The removal of ten-cent slot machine 


~ } telephones from two drug stores at Fifty- 


first and State streets and the substitution 
of five-cent deposit. boxes under protest 
of the proprietors, who went so far as to ap- 
peal to the police, has furnished the last 
cause of complaint. 

When under old conditions the two drug 
stores involved were not compelled to guar- 
antee receipts and were allowed certain 
calls free, under the “‘ new policy ’’ they are 
compelled to guarantee a certain sum and 
are denied the privilege of unpaid “ doctors’ 
calls,” besides having to stand responsible 
for all “slugs” deposited by customers in 
the slot machines. | 

C, E. Kreyssler, 5059 State street, and A. 

T. Kerth, 5101 State street, are the druggists 
who are forcing the fight. They have placed 
their grievance® in the hands of August 
Merz, 4700 State street, President of the 
druggists, with a result that a committee 
was appointed to call upon Presildent Sabin 
of the telephone company. 


Turned Down by Sabin. 

The conference, the druggists say, ter- 
minated without satisfaction to them. As 
a reason for the removal of their telephones 
the druggists were told that receipts from 
the ten-cent slot machines were ungatis- 
factory to the corporation. | 

Unless the telephones paid $125 yearly, 
President Sabin is quoted as saying, the 
company would displace them with cheaper 
rate ‘phones. Both of the protesting drug- 
gists asserted that’ the company received 
more than such amount. 

After thé new five-cent ’phones. were in- 
stalled in their stores Mr. Kreyssler and 
Mr. Kerth were compelled to sign contracts 
guaranteeing the company $5.50 a month, 
with a $2 rebate, and also agreeing to give 
an equivalent to all slygs deposited, as well 
as cutting out the free list. 


Druggist Loses Profits. 

The point of objection now raised ts the 
cutting off from the druggists’of any appre- 
clable revenue for the trouble and expense 
they are subjected to. Instead of receiving 
a small remuneration for their services to 
patrons and to the telephone company, in the 
way of sending messages, answering calls 
after midnight, making change, and sacrific- 
ing time and store space totelephone booths, 
the druggists assert that they are ina fair 
way to become contributors to the phone 
company. 


SUITOR ATTEMPTS SUICIDE; 
THEN ACCUSED OF BIGAMY. 


Albert Vogelsang, Whom Two Women 
Claim as Husband, Creates a Scene 
at Restaurant Where Third Is. 


Though two women claimed him as a hus- 
band, Albert Vogelsang attempted to win 
the affections of a third yesterday and was 
arrested by Detectives Mahoney and Weise 
of the Desplaines Street Station for disorder- 
ly conduct, 

Charlotte Ewing, employed in the restau- 
rant of Adam Gordon, 55 South Morgan 
street, was the latest object of the affections 
of Vogelsang, who had been employed as 
‘a driver by the Stock-Yafds market, West 
Madison and Carpenter streets.

Balfour Returns Today. 


Arthur Balfour is expected to make his 
reappearance in the House of Commons to- 
day, and both sides will give him a cordial 
welcome.

Beach has led the House _ satisfactorily. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer is playing 
a bold game. In the event of a reconstruc- 
tion of the ministry it is by no means certain 
that Chamberlain would step into Balfour's 
shoes. 

The importance of developing Canadian 
trade with Bristol is being increasingly rec- 
ognized. Measures for expanding it are 
freely discussed in West England and a for- 
ward policy is vigorously supported. 


Danish Treaty Up Today. 

The treaty for the sale of the Danish West 
Indies is now before the Copenhagen Folke- 
thing. The next meeting is fixed for today, 
when an elaborate report about the matter 
is to be presented. The treaty will be read 
twice in open session, after which it will go 
to the Landething, where the opposition is 
in the majority. The Daily Telegraph cor- 
respondent says it is expected that this body 
will demand the taking of a plebiscite before 
the sale is consummated.

MORGAN WILL SEND YACHT TO 
EUROPEAN WATERS TO RACE. 


Financier, at Dinner to Prince Henry, 
Gives All Boats, Including Meteor, 
a Chance to Meet Columbia.

AUTHORIZED BY MARTINELLI TO 
CELEBRATE HIGH MASS, 


Officiates at Special Services in the 
‘Church of the Immaculate Concep- 
‘tion and Is Recognizsd by the Con- 
gregation — Papal Benediction on 
the Parish Is Received and Read to 
the Members—Father Hodnett Ex- 


Presses Satisfaction. 


The Rev. Jeremiah J. Crowley, who was 
excommunicated afew months ago, was 
celebrant of high mass yesterday morning 
at the Church of the Immaculate Conception, 
Schiller street and North Park avenue. 

By the authority of Cardinal Martinelll, 
the apostolic representative of the Catholic 
Church in the United States, and by the 
permission of the Rev. T. P. Hodnett, Father 
Crowley sang Mozart's high mass with a 
choir of fifty voices and a large retinue of 
altar boys. At the conclusion of the service 
a papal benediction from Cardinal Rampolla, 
the Secretary of State at Rome, was read to 
the congregation. 

The services yesterday were prepared spe- 
cially for the appearance of Father Crowley. 
He returned from Washington on Thursday. 
While there he had Several tnterviéws with 
Cardina) Martinelli, and arrangements were 
then made for a service to mark the return 
of the priest to Chicago. The friends of 
Father trowley were present yesterday and 
rejoiced at the settlement of the con- 
troversy. The sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Stephen F. Woulfe. 


Father Hodnett Is Pleased. 

“The reinstatement of Father Crowley 
in this church is especially pleasing to me,” 
said Father Hodnett, ‘“‘and. the message 
from Rome at this time seems to me to be 
an added reason for congratulation. The 
services were among the most noted ever 
held in this parish, and the congregation was 
the most representative ever gathered in 
this church. Father Crowley was recog- 
nized by all the people. 

“As far as I know, the benediction from 
the Pope sent to this parish is the only one 
received from Rome in the archdiocese of 
Chicago, and its receipt at this time seems 
to me most fitting. Father Crowley has been 
a fearless and uncompromising advocate of 
purity, justice, and truth in the church, 
and that he should be here to share in this 
manifestation by the Pope of Rome’s care 
for the welfare of its people is a most happy 
. coincidence.” 

‘Review of Priest’s Trouble. 

Father Crowley’s excommunication last 
fall fellowed his attack on some of the digni- 
taries of the church. His effort to attend 
high mass afterward in Holy Name Cathe- 
dral was attended by some sensational! inci- 
dents. On Nov. 3 the services were inter- 
rupted because he was in the congregation. 
The lights were extinguished, the music 
stopped, and the services terminated with 
low mass. 

Later the courts were appealed to for an 
4njunction to restrain the priest from at- 
tending services at the cathedral, but dur- 
ing the hearing of the case a compromise 
was reached by which Father Crowley 
agreed to remain away. Bishop Scannell of 
Omaha was then called in to adjust the dif- 
ficulties, and he effected a settlement, the 
exact nature of which was not announced. 
The restoration of Father Crowley to his 
priestly offices probably closes the schism in 
the archdiocese. .-

When this occurred the Etruria had only 
just finished speaking by wireless telegraphy 
with the steamship Umbria. After the acci- 
dent was discovered the Etruria called the 
Umbria wirelessly for one hour, but without 
success, 
Upon examination it, was found that the 
ghip’s propeller. bad broken off outside the 
tube and that the rudder had been carried 
' @way by the propeller. The Etruria then 
sent up rockets. which were seen by the 
“British steamer’ William Cliff. The latter 
bore down and was alongside in fifty minutes 
after the accident. The William Cliff stood 
by until daylight, when, after several at- 
tempts. the crew succeeded in passing a 
hawser aboard the Etruria. The tank 
steamer Ottawa arrived on the scene at this 
time. T William Cliff then attempted to 
tow the Etruria. while the Ottawa attempted 
to steer the big liner. The hawser, however, 
snapped. The Ottawa stood by for two days 
and then left for Fayal, bearing the second 
Officer of the Etruria, to report the disaster 
and obtain assistance. 


Jury Rudder Is Rigged. 
In the meanwhile the crew of the Etruria 
had made every effort to rig a jury rudder. 
The first such rudder earried away imme- 
diately an attempt was made to use it. 
After further efforts, lasting for two days, a 
jury rudder was successfully ad- 
justed and is still in position. 
The passengers on the Etruria are looking 
longingly toward the shore and waiting for 
tomorrow morning, when they will be able to

CHINA AND RUSSIA CLASH 


CZAR CLAIMS PROTECTORATE 
OVER MORE TERRITORY. 


Five Hundred Russian Troops Sent to 
the District of Jehore to Suppress a 
Bandit Uprising Unable to Restore 
Order — Chinese Soldiers Not Per- 
mitted to Go to the Scene, Although 
Ordered to Do So by the Authorities 
at Pekin. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PEKIN, *March 9.—Russia and China have 
clashed in regard to the control of the dis- 
trict of Jehore, 100 miles northeagt of Pekin. 
The entire country in that vicinity is in re- 
volt, and 500 Russian soldiers sent from 
Manchuria have been unsuccessful in coping 
with the bandits, who hold a priest as a 
prisoner. 

Russia, however, opposes the sending of 
further Chinese troops to the place. The 
Chinese announced three days ago that Gen- 
eral Ma Yu Kun, with his entire corps of 
1.000 men, had been ordered to Jehore be- 
cause the intervention of France and Rus- 
sia in Jehore was feared. Russia will not 
permit these troops to be sent. 

General Ma Yu Kun asserts today that 
the reports of trouble are unfounded. Rus- 
sia considers that the district is under her 
protection. he district is rich in gold mines. 
The Beigian and French legation deny any 
knowledge of trouble. The French are the 
protectors of the Belgian missionaries. 

The trouble began over the settlement of 
claims of native Christians, and it resulted 
in rioting between the Christians and the 
non-Christians. Brigdnds took advantage 
of these conditions to plunder the country, 
and the Russian telegraphic connections 
were incidentally cut. 


German Claims in Shantung. 

Dr. Mumm von Schwartzenstein, the Ger- 
mam Minister, is negotiating with the Chi- 
nese authorities to get them to make regu- 
lations which will enable the Germans to 
open the mines in Shantung that were 
promised to them in the concession granted 
in 1899. He despairs of reaching an agree- 
ment, as the Mining board, which many for- 
eigners declare to be incompetent, has al- 
ready submitted regulations providing that 
the mines shall pay four separate taxes— 
namely: the likin and export and output 
taxes, and a tax on profits. 

The board also wants the mines to pay the 
salaries of Chinese directors. The taxes on 
output and profits and the paying of sal- 
aries to Chinese directors are conditions 
that are regarded as prohibitory. If these 
proposals are adopted by the throne it will 
be necessary to submit a treaty revision to 
the commissioners at Shanghai for their 
approval, 

Mrs. Conger to Entertain. 

Mrs. Conger, wife of the American Minister, 
is making arrangements to give a reception 
to the Chinese Princesses at the legation. 


American Rights at Tien Tsin. 

TIEN TSIN, March 9.—The dispute be- 
tween the American and French Consuls 
over the rights to a certain piece of mission 
property has been referred to the Ministers 
of the two countries for adjustment. The 
French Consul did not carry out his threat 
of raising his flag over the disputed property. 

The property is less than two acres in ex- 
tent. It borders the American mission prop- 
erty and was previously occupied by unde- 
sirable Chinamen. The French Consul 
stopped building operatidns on the disputed 
property and placed a policeman there. 

The American Consul here, James W. Rags- 
dale, is maintaining a firm attitude, and does 
not believe serious developments to be 
likely. 


Hint of War at Port Arthur. 
LONDON, March 10, 3 a. m.—Ina dispatch 
dated Shanghai, the correspondent of the 
Standard says that Chinese merchants com- 
ing from Port Arthur clare they have 
been ordered to remov ir families from 
Port Arthur because preparations were be- 

ing made there for a war with Japan. 


Russian General Dismissed. 

A dispatch to the Daily Chronicle from 
Berlin says that the Russian General, Grib- 
ski, Who was responsible for the massacre 
at Blagovestchansk, has been dismissed from 
the army. 

According to reports of Blagovestchensk 
massacre, about 5,000 Chinese were driven 
by the Russians into the Amur River. Rus- 
sian troops on the banks clubbed or shot 
any who attempted to-land, and the river 


} bank was strewn with corpses for miles. 


RENEW DEMANDS ON SULTAN. 


United States Minister Presents a Sec- 
ond Note to Turkey in Relation 
to Miss Stone. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

CONBTANTINOPLE, March 9.—Tne Amer- 
ican Legation here today presented to the 
Porte the second note referring to the capture 
of Miss Ellen M. Stone. 

In this note it is pointed out that as Miss 
Stone was captured, the ransom paid, and 
the prisoners delivered in Turkey, the 
brigands must be within the Turkish frontie 
and showld therefore be captured. 

The note denies that the authorities were

guilty parties. The Porte, in replying, re- 
pudiated responsibility. 


MORE OF THE HUGE MAMMOTH. 


Dr. Herz Describes Discovery of Mon- 
ster Preserved in Ice in Siberia for 
at Least 2,000 Years. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 9.—A cable dis- 
patch from this city has already told of Dr. 
Herz’s discovery of a mammoth preserved in 

the ice in eastern Siberfa. Dr. Herz now 

says he discovered it on Sept. 22, near the 
River Ebrosowka, at the foot of a declivity, 
just over 100 feet above the water.. It was 
lying down with its feet curiously bent under 
its body. | 

Dr. Herz concluded that the mammoth 
had fallen down from high ground and had 
been instantly killed, as its neck was broken. 
There was grass in its mouth and food in its 
stomach. The fall must have happened more 
than 2,000 years agp. 

When Dr. Herz’'s party began the work of 
excavation the cold was such that a shed 
had to be erected. A fortnight was occupied 
in thawing out the monster. 

Eventually the huge animal was found 
complete, save a small piece of the back and 
half the trunk, which had been eaten by 
wolves. The mammoth was covered with a 
coat of rather thick red-brown hair. 

The return journey, 3,000 miles, to Irkutsk 
commenced on Oct. 23. The distance, was 
covered on skates, the mammoth having 
been dissected for convenience in transpor- 
tation, 

The tongue of the mammoth is nineteen 
inches long, and the tail, with the hair on it, 
is more than fourteen inches long. 


FRENCH TAX ON PETROLEUM. 


Chamber of Deputies Holds Two Sun- 
day Sessions in Order to Dispose 
of the Budget.

PARIS, March 9.—Anxious to dispose of 
the budget, the Chamber adopted the un- 
usual course of sitting on Sunday, and has 
held two lengthy sessions today.

Charges Against Major L. W. T. Waller 
and Lieutenant John H, A. Day Are 
That They Executed Three Native 
Stevedores at Bazy without Trial—

MANILA, March 9.—Colonel James Forney 
of the Marine Corps will preside at the court- 
martial to try Major Littleton W. T. Waller 
and Lieutenant John H. A. Day of the Marine 
Corps, on March 17 next, on the charge of 


executing natives of the Island of Samar | 


without trial. 

The court-martial will be composed of 
army officers and oificers of the Marine 
Corps. The charges specify that Major 
Waller avid Lieutenant Day killed three na- 
tive stevedores on thestreets of Bazy, Island 
of Samar, without trial. These stevedores 
were among those who accompanied the dis- 
astrous expedition of Major Waller and a 
detachment of marifes to the interior of 
Samar last December. 

It is claimed these stevedores mutinied and 
proceeded’ to the foothills, where they dug 
camotes (a variety of sweet potato), and 
that they later concealed and refused to turn 
them over to the Americans, saying that 
when the marines died of hunger they would 
have a good supply of arms and ammuni- 
tion. 

Sympathy is expressed for Major Waller, 
who, at that time, was suffering from mental 
and physical strain. Lieutenant Day ap- 
parently obeyed Major Waller's orders. 


Quiet Restored at Talim.

Objections to New Conditions. 

The statutes, as a matter of fact, put the

The newspapers are subjected to the same 
supervision, and what is worse the ecclesias- 
tical assistant of the former Opera becomes 
the ecclesiastical assistant of the second 
group of the Christian democracy. It 
is an inharmonious yoking together; a con- 
fusion of powers; a loss of the spirit of the 
initiative; a failure of needed liberty; the 
indirect stiffling of democracy; the subjec- 
tion of the young to the old; and, if eager 
follow the Domani, the extension of the par- 
liamentarian ‘non-expedit’’ into a new so- 
cial *‘ non-expedit’’.

Terrors Deemed Childish. 


This uneasiness is beneficial; it will throw 
light on the obscure passage; it will wipe 
away, perhaps, whatever is too exuberant 
or too complex in the regulations.

If the cart sinks in the mud we will look 
for help and make it easier, lighter, more 
independent. The union which the Pope rec- 
ommends, which terrifies several classes of 
men of action, means not uniformity, nor 
marking time, nor the sacrifice of the young 
to the old; it means the subordination of all 
forces to the general direction of the papacy. 
The union presupposes a general advance of 
the whole army, and it is the democrats who 
are to set the pace, to point out the diree- 
tion, to select the battlefield and give out 
the watchwords. 


| Pope’s Idea of Union. 

For example, the Holy Father continually 
preaches union in France, but by union he 
has always meant the living; active organi- 
gation of all groups; their conduct must be 
molded in the spirit of his politica) and 
social instructions, The structure and inter- 
nal economy of the new organization seem 
to be like that. If, in Italy, the Holy Father 
did not hold in his hand all powers and all

SUGAR CONVENTION MAY FAIL. | 


Growing Belief in Paris That Brussels 
Agreement Will Never Be More 
than an Empty Form.

PARIS, March 9.—In financial circles the 
feeling gains ground that the Brussels sugar 
convention signed on Wednesday by the dele- 
gates of powers represented will remain 
purely an empty academic protest and that 
neither the present French Parliament nor 
the future Parliament, to be elected at the 
elections on April 27 and May 11, and which 
should assemble in June, will ever ratify the 
treaty. 

The information received from Buda-Pesth 
by leading sugar refiners here leads to the 
firm belief that the Hungarian Parilament 
will also refuse assent to the convention, 
which, if it fails to be ratified by any one 
power, must become a dead letter.

GIVES PATIENT NEW EYELIDS. 


Philadelphia Surgeon, by Skin Graft- 
ing, Restores Entire Set and Saves 
Sight of Man. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 9.—[Special.]—A 
Philadelphia surgeon has successfully sup- 
plied a patient with a new set of eyelids by 
skin grafting. Dr. Charles Monroe Thomas 
performed the operation. 

The patient had” lost both the upper and 
lower eyelids by being enveloped in a burst 
of flame. The accident left both eyeballs 
unprotected, and there was danger of total 
blindness. Dr. Thomas, several months ago, 
began his efforts to create new lids by graft- 
ing skin taken from the patient's hip. It 
was necessary to proceed slowly, but the ex- 
periment was entirely successful, and today 
the patient has four new eyelids, which per- 
form the normal functions naturally. 

The case has attracted widespread interest 
in the medical profession. While the opera- 
tion is not new, this is the first time a phy- 
sician has succeeded in equipping a patient 
with two sets of eyelids.

The Etruria was disabled on Feb. 26, and 
for eleven days was practically helpless, 
without propeller or rudder. 

The passengers, however, were satisfied 
they were in no danger, and they praise

vessel. After the accident the passengers 
amused themselves with the usual deck 
sports, and concerts were held in the first 
and second cabins. Only those who were 
anxious concerning business matters chafed 
at the unavoidable delay. 

The Etruria reports having sighted the 
Italian mail steamer Sardegna, from Naples 
Feb. 26 for New York, last Wednesday, 
March 5. The Sardenga stood by, but find- 
ing it could be of no assistance, proceeded 
on its course. 


Marconi Mast Is Broken. 


The Etruria was hoping to communicate 
with the North German Lloyd steamer Kron 
Prinz Wilhelm by wireless telegraphy. But 
its mast wire broke in several places and it 
could not be repaired until the weather had 
improved, when it was too late. 

After the accident the passage of the Cun- 
erd steamer was entirely uneventful, and 
there occurred nothing of interest beyond 
the daily runs of the vessel, which ranged 
from’ sixty to 100 knots. 

The Etruria will-wait here for the arrival 
of the royal mail steamer Elbe, which left 
Southampton for Horta yesterday. The 
Elbe will carry the Ptruria’s passengers to 
England. The Etruria will then be towed 
home by the two tugs which are now on their 
way out from Liverpool for this purpose. 


'+ Extent of the Disaster. 


The details of the accident to the Etruria 
have already been reported. The disaster 
occurred during the dinner hour of Feb. 26. 
When this occurred the Etruria had only 
just finished speaking by wireless telegraphy 
with the steamship Umbria. After the acci- 
dent was discovered the Etruria called the 
Umbria wirelessly for one hour, but without 
success, 

Upon examination it,was found that: the 


ghip's propeller. bad broken off outside the 


tube and that the rudder had been carried 
away by the propeller. The Etruria then 
sent up rockets. which were seen by the 
‘British steamer’ William Cliff. The latter 
bore down and was alongside in fifty minutes 
after the accident. The William Cliff stood 
by until daylight, when, after several at- 
tempts. the crew succeeded in passing a 
hawser aboard the Etruria. The tank 
steamer Ottawa arrived on the scene at this 
time. T William Cliff then attempted to 
tow the Etruria. while the Ottawa attempted 
to steer the big liner. The hawser, howeveg, 
snapped. The Ottawa stood by for two days 
and then left for Fayal, bearing the second 
Officer of the Etruria, to report the disaster 
and obtain assistance. 


, Jury Rudder Is Rigged. 

In the meanwhile the crew of the Etruria 
had mate every effort to rig a jury rudder. 
The first such rudder carried away imme- 
diately an attempt was made to use it. 
After further efforts, lasting for two days, a 
secénd jury rudder was successfully ad- 
justed and is still in position. 

The passengers on the Etruria are looking 
longingly toward the shore and waiting for 
tomorrow morning, when they will be able to 
land and become acquainted with Horta and 


the Island of Fayal.

CHINA AND RUSSIA CLASH 


CZAR CLAIMS PROTECTORATE 
OVER MORE TERRITORY. 


Five Hundred Russian Troops Sent to 
the District of Jehore to Suppress a 
Bandit Uprising Unable to Restore 
Order — Chinese Soldiers Not Per- 
mitted to Go to the Scene, Although 
Ordered to Do So by the Authorities 
at Pekin. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PEKIN, *March 9.—Russia and China have 
clashed in regard to the control of the dis- 
trict of Jehore, 100 miles northeagt of Pekin. 
The entire country in that vicinity is in re- 
volt, and 500 Russian soldiers sent from 
Manchuria have been unsuccessful in coping 
with the bandits, who hold a priest as a 
prisoner. 

Russia, however, opposes the sending of 
further Chinese troops to the place. The 
Chinese announced three days ago that Gen- 
eral Ma Yu Kun, with his entire corps of 
1.000 men, had been ordered to Jehore be- 
cause the intervention of France and Rus- 
sia in Jehore was feared. Russia will not 
permit these troeps to be sent. 

General Ma Yu Kun asserts today that 
the reports of trouble are unfounded. Rus- 
sia considerg that the district is under her 
protection. The district is rich in gold mines. 
The Belgian and French legation deny any 
knowledge of trouble. The French are the 
protectors of the Belgian missionaries. 

The trouble began over the settlement of 
claims of native Christians, and it resulted 
in rioting between the Christians and the 
non-Christians. Brigdnds took advantage 
of these conditions to plunder the countty, 
and the Russian telegraphic connections 
were incidentally cut. 


German Claims in Shantung. 

Dr. Mumm von Schwartzenstein, the Ger- 
mam Minister, is negotiating with the Chi- 
nese authorities to get them to make regu- 
lations which will enable the Germans to 
open the mines in Shantung that ‘were 
promised to them in the concession granted 
in 1899. He despairs of reaching an agree- 
ment, as the Mining board, which many for- 
eigners declare to be incompetent, has al- 
ready submitted regulations providing that 
the mines shall pay four separate taxes— 
hamély: the likin and export and output 
taxes, and a tax on profits. 

The board also wants the mines to pay the 
salaries of Chinese directors. The taxes on 
output and profits and the paying of sal- 
aries to Chinese directors are conditions 
that are regarded as prohibitory. If these 
proposals are adopted by the throne it will 
be necessary to submit a treaty revision to 
the. commissioners at Shanghai for their 
approval. 

Mrs. Conger to Entertain. 

Mrs. Conger, wife of the American Minister, 
is making arrangements to give a reception 
to the Chinese Princesses at the legation. 


American Rights at Tien Tsin. 

TIEN TSIN, March 9.—The dispute be- 
tween the American and French Consuls 
over the rights to a certain piece of mission 
property has been referred to the Ministers 
of the two countries for adjustment. The 
French Consul did not carry out his threat 
of raising his flag over the disputed property. 

The property is less than two acres in ex- 
tent. It borders the American mission prop- 
erty and was previously occupied by unde- 
sirable Chinamen. The French Consul 
stopped building operatidns on the disputed 
property and placed a policeman there. 

The American Consul here, James W. Rags- 
dale, is maintaining a firm attitude, and does 
not believe serious developments to be 
likely. 


Hint of War at Port Arthur. 
LONDON, March 10, 3 a. m.—Ina dispatch

PETERSBURG, March 9.—A cable dis- 
patch from this city has already told of Dr. 
Herz’s discovery of a mammoth preserved in 
the ice in eastern Siberia. Dr. Herz now 
says he discovered it on Sept. 22, near the 
River Ebrosowka, at the foot of a declivity, 
just over 100 feet above the water. It was 
lying down with its feet curiously bent under 
its body. 

Dr. Herz concluded that the mammoth 
had fallen down from high ground and had 
been instantly killed, as its neck was broken. 
There was grass in its mouth and food in its 
stomach. The fall must have happened more 
than 2,000 years ago. 

When Dr. Herz’s party began the work of 
excavation the cold was such that a shed 
had to be erected. A fortnight was occupied 
in thawing out the monster. 

Eventually the huge animal was found 
complete, save a small piece of the back and 
half the trunk, which had been eaten by 
wolves. The mammoth was covered with a 
coat of rather thick red-brown hair. 

The return journey, 3,000 miles, to Irkutsk 
commenced on Oct. 23. The distance,» was 
covered on skates, the mammoth having 
been dissected for convenience in transpor- 
tation, 

The tongue of the mammoth is nineteen 
inches long, and the tail, with the hair on it, 
is more than fourteen inches long. 


FRENCH TAX ON PETROLEUM. 


Chamber of Deputies Holds Two Sun- 
day Sessions in Order to Dispose 
of the Budget.

PARIS, March 9.—Ankxious to dispose of 
the budget, the Chamber adopted the un-

In the course of the discussion of an amend- 
ment to the naval estimates M. Aimond de- 
clared that the United States had adopted 
plans for the construction of armored 
cruisers of the same tonnage and speed as 
those ineluded in the naval program of 
France. 

The budget for 1902 was finally adopted by 
a vote of 398 to 64, and the Chamber of Depu- 
ties then adjourned.

WALLER TRIAL MARCH 17 


COL. JAMES FORNEY OF MARINE 
CORPS TO PRESIDE. 


Charges Against Major L. W. T. Waller 
and Lieutenant John H,. A. Day Are 
That They Executed Three Native 
Stevedores at Bary without Trial— 
Sympathy Felt for Officers—Quiet 
and Order Enforced at Talim Island 
by Gunboats. | 


MANILA, March 9.—Colonel James Forney 
of the Marine Corps will preside at the court- 
martial to try Major Littleton W. T. Waller 
and Lieutenant John H. A. Day of the Marine 
Corps, on March 17 next, on the charge of 
executing natives of the Island of Samar 
without trial. 

The court-martial will be composed of 
army officers and oificers of the Marine 
Corps. The charges specify that ‘Major 
Waller avid Lieutenant Day killed three na- 
live stevedores on the streets of Bazy, Island 
of Samar, without trial. These stevedores 
were among those who accompanied the dis- 
astrous expedition of Major Waller and a 
detachment of mariMfes to the interior of 
Samar last December. 

It is claimed these stevedores mutinied and 
proceeded’ to the foothills, where they dug 
camotes (a variety of sweet potato), and 
that they later concealed and refused to turn 
them over to the Americans, saying that 
when the marines died of hunger they would 
have a good supply of arms and ammuni- 
tion. 

Sympathy is expressed for Major Waller. 
who, at that time, was suffering from mental 
and physical strain. Lieutenant Day ap- 
parently obeyed Major Waller's orders. 


Quiet Restored at Talim. 
General Wheaton sent gunboats with de- 
tachments of troops to Talim Island, Prov- 
ince of Luguna, for the purpose of cornering 
Risal’s band of Ladrones. The insignificant 
disturbance there is now ended. 


Surrenders Grow Fewer. 

There is constant activity in disarming in- 
surgents and in pursuing ladrones. As 
pacification extends thc number of sur- 
renders diminishes. Dwring the week the 
surrenders approximated seven officers and 
100 riflemen. Among those surrendering was 
Malveras, the chief agitator of the Katinhu- 
nan society. 


BRITISH MISSION SEES POPE. 


Earl Denby and Confreres Received at 
Vatican and Present Congratu- 
lations of King Edward.

ROME, March 9.—The English mission, 
-Aheaded by Earl was received by the 
‘Pope yestertlay. The Earl made a move- 
ment to kiss his Holiness’ slipper, but in- 
Stead kissed the ring finger which the Pope 
offered.

POPE'S IDEA OF 
UNION INCHURCH 


Leo’s Desire for Combine of 
All Parties Shown: in 
New Economy. 


YOUNG SOCIALISTS LEAD. 


Several Groups of Italian Democ- 
racy Put Out by Reform, Fail- 
ing to Understand. 


FEARS HELD AS GROUNDLESS 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 

ROME, Feb. 14.—The Roman Committee 
of the Christian Democracy on Feb. 10 re- 
spectfully submitted to the Commission of 
Extraordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs a mem- 
orandum containing reflections on the, new 
economy of the Opera dei Congressi and on 
the regulation which prolongs it. 

Count Medolago, President of the second 
democratic group of the Opera, signed the 
document, and that signature brings him 
into striking relief. He, the grandson of 
Joseph de Maistré, for a long time had the 
leading part in the Italian Socialistic party. 
From him we have intellectual leaders like 
Sig. Taniolo, and men of action like Sig. 
Ivezzara, Abbate Murri, and the Fascio 


Democratico, the democratic league of Milan. : 


The organizer and prophet, in agreement 
with all shades of Christian democracy, 
asked of the Holy See the concentration of 
Catholics “and the admission of the young 
Socialist party to the Opera dei Congressi. 
Leo XIII. magnanimously yielded to these 
first desires. _ 


Several Parties Rut Out. 


Now, it turns out that several groups of 
Italian democracy are-put out by the re- 
form. No doubt the statutes of the Opera 
and of the regulation give to the young party 
the place of honor. In the rearranged 
scheme of organizations the democracy 
forms the second group. Placed in the cen- 
ter and the van, joined to the other hier- 
archies, it dominates and determines in a 
way all religious and social action. The 
rtatutes and the regulation are therefore the 
ltalian disciplinary translation of the en- 
cyciical ‘Graves de Communi.”" They con- 
secrate the existence of democracy, they as- 
sure to it the first place, they are its doc- 
trinal and practical triumph. 


Think Autonomy Is Threatened. 


- Yet these restless groups are afraid of 
the complexity of the new organization. 
They think that the autonomy of democ- 
racy is threatened. The Pope, according to 
them, embraces them in,order to choke 
them; he ties them hand and foot. The 
conqueror will perish in the middle of his 
apotheosis. 
Something does seem to justify this del- 
icate, nervous fear—the young are always 
suspicious; it is the arrangement just in 
which the Vatican would hand over the 
democrats to the mercy of the Holy See, the 
Bishops, and the first religious group of 
t*e Opera. 


Objections to New Conditions. 

The statutes, as a matter of fact, put the 
Socialist party under the protection of the 
Holy See and subject it to diocesan authority 
—they incorporate it with parish and dioce- 
san committees. 

The newspapers are subjected to the same 
supervision, and what is worse the ecclesias- 
tical assistant of the former Opera becomes 
the ecclesiastical assistant of the second 
group of the Christian democracy. It 
is an inharmonious yoking together; a con- 
fusion of powers; a loss of the spirit of the 
initiative; a failure of needed liberty; the 
indirect stiffling of democracy; the subjec- 
tion of the young to the old; and, if ies 
follow the Domani, the extension of the par- 
liamentarian ‘‘ non-expedit’’ into a new so- 
cial *‘ non-expedit’’. Such according to the 
authors of the memvrandum are the black 
shadows of the new organization. 


Terrors Deemed Childish. 

This uneasiness is beneficial; it will throw 
light on the obscure passage; it will wipe 
away, perhaps, whatever is too exuberant 
or too complex in the regulations. Discus- 
sions of the character, held in the higher 
regions, add to progress a livelier force and 
expansion. 

But if the spirit of the Roman policy is 
considered closely and the philosophy con- 
tained in this immense design such terrors 
must seem rather childish. 

Texts, like all writings, have no more 
meaning than the spirit which dictates them. 
The apparently restrictive measures appear, 
in a different light when we look at the 
work of the Pope and the end he has in 
view. The context of history forms the 
framework and the perspective of the prin- 
cipal matter. 


What Pope Leo Plans. 

Well, what is it that the Pope wants? 
What is the object of his social policy? What 
spirit inspires his encyclical and his acts of 
government? To what end, finally, has he 
undertaken the fusion of the Opera Dei Con- 
gressi, the concentration of all Italian 
forces? There can be no doubt about the 
answer. 

His idea is to assure the full development 
of Christian democracy, to incorporate it 
with the old, established organs, in order to 
rejuvenate them and draw them into the 
new movement of hope, 


Illustration of the Idea. 

If so forcible a comparison may be used, 
the new organization is like a cart drawn 
by several horses; the cart is democracy, 
the drivers are the Pope and the democrats, 
the horses are all Catholics, on one side the 
conservatives, on the other the socialists, 

If the cart sinks in the mud we will look 
for help and make it easier, lighter, more 
independent. The union which the Pope rec- 
ommends, which terrifies several classes of 
men of action, means not uniformity, nor 
marking time, nor the sacrifice of the young 
to the old; it means the subordination of all 
forces to the general direction of the papacy. 
The union presupposes a general advance of 
the whole army, and itis the democrats who 
are to set the pace, to point out the diree- 
tion, to select the battlefield and give out 
the watchwords. 


Pope’s Idea of Union. 

For example, the Holy Father continually 
preaches union in France, but by union he 
has always meant the living, active organi- 
gation of all groups; their conduct must be 
molded in the spirit of his politica and 
social instructions, The structure and inter- 
nal economy of the new organization seem 
to be like that. If, in Italy, the Holy Father 
did not hold in his hand all powers and all 
groups, the rather clumsy mechanism of the 


regulations might perhaps justify these fears 


and criticisms. 

This is enough on the subject. Count Me- 
dolago’s memorandum will receive a reply 
such as leaders like him deserve, and it will 
once more be shown that the apparent trou- 
ble and confusion wil! indicate a higher life 
by carrying out more real progress. It is by 
surmounting obstacles that we rise to higher

It was but 
a small canvas, eighteen inches by twenty- 
three inches, and it fetched $11,500.

SUGAR CONVENTION MAY FAIL. | 


Growing Belief in Paris That Brussels 
Agreement Will Never Be More 
than an Empty Form.

PARIS, March 9.—In financial circles the 
feeling gains ground that the Brussels sugar 
convention signed on Wednesday by the dele- 
gates of powers represented will remain 
purely an empty academic protest and that 
neither the present French Parliament nor 
the future Parliament, to be elected at the 
elections on April 27 and May 11, and which 
should assemble in June, will ever ratify the 
treaty. 

The information received from Buda-Pesth. 
by leading sugar refiners here leads to the 
firm belief that the Hungarian Parilament 
will also refuse assent to the convention, 
which, if it fails to be ratified by any one 
power, must become a dead letter. 

The amount of gold coin accumulating in 
Paris is regarded here as phenomenal. The 
balance issued by the Bank of France shows 
that on Feb. 27 there were in the vaults of 
that establishment $501,000,000 worth of 
French gold in 20-frane pleces and only $221 
worth of French silver. The former is said 
to be the largest and highest figure for 
French gold coin on record. 


GIVES PATIENT NEW EYELIDS. 


Philadelphia Surgeon, by Skin Graft- 
ing, Restores Entire Set and Saves 
Sight of Man. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 9.—[Special.}—A 
Philadelphia surgeon has successfully sup- 
plied a patient with a new set of eyelids by 
skin grafting. Dr. Charles Monroe Thomas 
performed the operation. 

The patient had lost both the upper and 
lower eyelids by being enveloped in a burst 
of flame. The accident left both eyebalis 
unprotected, and there was danger of total 
blindness. Dr. Thomas, several months ago, 
began his efforts to create new lids by graft- 
ing skin taken from the patient's hip. It 


Was necessary to proceed slowly, but the ex- 
periment was entirely successful, and today 
the patient has four new eyelids, which per- 


form the normal functions naturally. 


The case has attracted widespread interest 
in the medical profession. While the opera- 


tion is not new, this is the first time a phy- 


sician has succeeded in equipping a patient 


with two sets of eyelids.

‘Dr. Gunsaulus Says Kingship Is the 
_ Power to Improve an Opportunity 
When Offered. 


“Every man is a Prince—every human 
being has the possibility of being a Prince 
of God,” said Dr. F. W. Gunsaulus at the 
‘Stu@ebaker yesterday, in a sermon drawing 
lessons from the visit of Prince Henry tothe 

‘United 
“We have done something of honor to 
ourselves as a’ nation,’ he continued, and 
- honor to the nation he represents when we 
- entertained, as a city, the young representa- 
tive of the German nation. He came to see 
_the larger liberty attained by those of his 
former countrymen whom we havé welcomed 

“This Prince is a:long way off from a 
throne, but every Prifiee of -the infinite God 
is already a King. I have knowh lawyers 
who were waiting for the opportunity offered 
in the death of the senior member of the 
firm, and ministers who were hoping to be 
Bishops only by the déath of other Bishops. 
If there is nothing but a hearse that will save 
you, and nothing but a shroud‘will give you 

opportunity, you havé already destroyed the 
possibility of kingship within yourself. The 
history of power is the history of kifigship— 
the great energy that shall make you, when 
your opportunity comes, look into the face 
ofitand make the most of it.”’

DEATH INSTEAD OF A SLEEP. 


P. J. Burroughs of Chicago, Diamond 
Expert, Succumbs to Apoplexy in 
Butte, Mont. 


Butte, Mont., March 9.—[Special.]—P. J. 
Burroughs of Chicago, a diamond auction- 
eer, died suddenly of apoplexy at the Thorn- 
ton Hotel here this morning. Burroughs, 
who has been prominent in the business 
world for twenty-five years as an auctioneer, 
came to Butte yesterday to conduct an auc- 
tion sale for a big jewelry house. He was 
feeling slightly indisposed and went on with 
the auction contrary to the advice of a doc- 
tor.

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POSTAL CLERKS’ APPEAL 


URGE PASSAGE OF BILL PROVID-. 


ING FOR EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 


Forbidden by Roosevelt’s Order to 
Conduct Active Campaign, Local 
Employes Draw Up Resolutions 
Asking Postmaster General and 

_ President to Use Influence in Favor 
. @f Proposed Legislation—Laundry 
Proprietors Sign Agreement,

Text of the Clerks’ Appeal. 


The clerks considered the position in which 
they were placed and after deliberating sev- 
eral hours passed the following appeal: 

“To the Hon. Postmaster General and the 


| President of the United States: The under- 


signed clerks, employed in the Postoffice at 
Chicago, would respectfully represent to 
you that conditions obtaining in regard to 
the hours of labor in the large postoffices of 
the country are unsatisfactory and unjust 


to a large body of hard-working, intelligent, 1 


and deserviag men, depriving them of all 
chance to participate in the social life of the 
community in which they live, and in many 
cases even of time to rest and recuperate 
from their never ceasing toil. 

‘‘ We would further represent to you that 
these men are more entitled, by nature of 
their work, which is exhaustive, both phys- 
ically and mentally, to a day of fewer hours 
than’ most occupations, which do not re- 


quire so much alacrity both in thought and | 


action. Eighty per cent of the work is done 
at night, and night workers usually work 
less. We ask the influence of the President 
and of Congress in favor of the passage of 
House bill 4,078, placing postoffice clerks on 
the same plane with other government la- 
borers and mechanics, and assuring them 
rs some time for themselves and their fami- 


‘ Urge Passage of House Bill. 


To the appeal was added the resolutions 
petitioning the Postmaster General and the 
President to take such action as would lead 
to the enactment by Congress into law of the 
bill now pending in that body and known as 
House bill No. 3,078, which includes post- 


office clerks under general provisions of the 


present eight-hour law. 

The clerks also indorsed the classification 
bill, which provides for grading the clerks, 
according to experience, and urged its pass- 
age. The average salary in the Chicago office 
now is $736 per year. 


Move for Laundry Engineers. 


The Progressive Society of Engineers has 
obtained contracts from 150 laundry pro- 
prietors agreeing not to employ their engi- 
neers Otherwise than in the care of their 
engines. Heretofore engineers also have 
attended to certain machines inside the 
washroom, neglecting their engines to do 
so. Twenty-five more proprietors are to be 
heard from. 


Longshoremen Talk Terms. 


Fears of extensive labor troubles on the 
lumber docks of Lake Superior have been 
largely allayed by negotiations between the 
Lumber Carriers’ association and the long- 
shoremen. A final conference will be held 
at Sault Ste. Marie on March 20, when it is 
expected an agreemient will be reached cov- 
ering all important shipping points. The 
Lumber Unlog@ers’ union of Chicago ap- 
pointed a committee Saturday night to con- 
fer with the Lumber Carriers’ association re- 
garding wages for unloading boats the com- 
ing season.

his life. 
Maple Gives Quick Return. 


That raises the ghost of the objection 
which you hear on every hand: ‘“O, but 
rock maples grow so slowly.” That point 
may be met by a general denial. There ‘ts 
no tree that gives perfect returns sooner 
than a rock maple. Slowness or quickness 
of growth depends 6n conditions and treat- 
ment. If you go to the woods and take a 
tree six inches in jdiameter, murder its 
roots, and then decapitate its top to match, 
you are likely to have a slow growth. But 
if you go to a nursery in the fall and take 
a thrifty tree from one-half to not more 
than two inches in diameter, and take up 
and reset, as you ought to and can, you 
will find that your tree will scarcely notice 
its transplanting. 

I have seen a tree make from siX¥ totwelve 
inches growth of.branch the first year, and 
in a few years add three feet annually to 
the diameter of its top. That is as fast 
as any tree ought to grow—as fast as you 
can take the growth into your comprehen- 
sion. 

Take a rock maple always from a nursery. 
Let it be so small that all the trimming 
you do on it will be with a jackknife. De- 
termine on the point where you want it 
to branch, trim up to that the first year 
or two, and the tree will do the rest. From 
that point on for sixty or seventy years 
the tree will regulate its top itself and give 
you all that time-that balanced symmetry 
of form which distinguishes the rock maple. 
There is no other tree that needs so little 
pruning. For two or three years a young 
tree needs about the same care as a hill 
of corn. It needs fertilizing and mulching 
according to the season. And in this region 
you can scarcely overdo with watering in 
late summer and fall. 


Fall Color an Attraction. 


‘A distinct attraction cf the rock maple is 
its autumn color. You get a glory out of 
this tree in color that comes from no other. 
1 am satisfied that we can get as good color 
hue as is exhibited in the Mohawk valley or 
on the Berkshire hills. I think not only cli- 
matic condition but the age of the trees has 
much to do with color. Young trees do not 
often show red. But there seems to be noth- 
ing wanting to their yellow and orange here. 
Last year I had a tree, which had carried 
yellow and orange for twenty years, that 
' ripened up as red as anything I ever saw 
In the East. A™wWeek or ten days of that 
glory is the crown of the delight of the year. 
One thing further is not to be forgotten. 
When the leaves are gone you have in the 
rock maple that rounded dome of branch and 
twig lifted up against the eky—an all winter 
joy. As you look at it or up through it you 
' almost regret the oncoming of the day when 
the buds will swell and the leaves come out 
' and obscure the vision. All things consid- 
ered then, set out, on arbor day, from 
nursery stock, rock maples wherever you 
can find a radius of fifteen feet.

I 
have long thought the custom of piling great 
masses of flowers on a funeral casket a use- 
less and needless expense, but in cases where 
ithe usual interment takes place it is perhaps 
some consolation for surviving friends to 
know the graves of their dead are covered 
with flowers. If it is I would be the last per- 
80n to decry the custom. But to pile a hundred

‘the ashes of the dead, and indiscriminately |

Badminton is a grand old place, and has 
been the home of the family of which the 
Duke of Beaufort is the head for considerably 
over 400 years, though, of course, during 
that time it has undergone many alterations, 
It is famous for its aplendid wood carvings 
by Grinling Gibbons, for its fne gallery of 
paintings, mostiy old masters, and for its 
immense stables, A beech tree avenue of 
great age and three miles long leads from 
the principal lodge gate to the house, which 
oecupies three sides of a square. The only 
time when Badminton has been closed dur- 
ing the last four centuries has been when, 
during the reign of King William III., the 
first Duke went into complete rethrement in © 
order to lament over the expulsion the Stu- 
arts, to whom he was devoted. 

Like so many great English nobles, the 
Duke of Beaufort is descended in a left- 
handed manner from the reigning house of 
England, the arms of which he bears, the 
founder of his line being that Earl of Wor- 
cester who was the illegitimate son of the 
royal Duke of Somerset. This royal Duke of 
Somerset had nothing im common with the 
present Dukedom of Somerset, which was 
not created until 100 years later, whereas 
the family name of the present Duke of 
Somerset is St. Maur or Seymour, that of 
the Duke of Beaufort is Somerset, all of 
which it must be admitted is somewhat con- 
fusing. 

King Leopold’s condition seems to be ex- 

citing a good deal of anxiety, and fears are 
entertained that the trouble with his throat, 
which has given rise to so many medical 
consultations since his return to Brussels, 
creating widespread alarm, may prove to be 
that same kind of cancer of the larynx which 
carried off his cousins, the Duke of Edin- 
burg and Coburg and the lamented Emperor 
Frederick.

sailor brother Alfred. If King Leopold 
turns out to be suffering from cancer of the 
throat, as is generally apprehended, the 
scare about this particular malady, enter- 
tained by old world royalties, will be vastly 
increased, and scientists will be called upon 
to furnish some explanation as to why it 
should fasten itself particularly upon the 
throats of royal personages, and why it 
should have made of late so many victims 
among the reigning houses.
